At present thè C. W. A. includes 
nineteen members. 

The purpose of thè C. W. A. is to provide opportunity for Christian fellowship, to 
stimulate interest in private devotion, to present programs which will increase knowledge 
of Christ’s teachings as applied to our everyday life. 

The organization has taken over thè conduction of thè Second Street Mission Church 
as an enterprise for thè year and much has been accomplished.
